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BOXFORD 


The Town of Boxford is located approximately in the 
center of Essex County and has the distinction of being the 
only town in the county to be bounded by one city and seven 
other towns, namely, on the north by Haverhill, Groveland, 
Georgetown and Rowley, on the east by Ipswich and Topsfield, 
on the south by Middleton and on the west. by North Andover. 

Generally speaking, the terrain is rolling, with the excep- 
tion of three quite extensive plains, two in the Hast Parish and 
one in the West. The elevation varies from 40 to 310 feet 
above sea level. According to the topographic map, there are 
about fifteen points in the town where the elevation is 200 feet 
or more, some of the highest being Bald Hill in the East Parish 
and Stiles’, Shaven Crown and Andrew’s Hills in the West. 

In the town there are a number of small streams and 
brooks, but no large rivers. Ten bodies of water are sufficient- 
lv large to be classed aS ponds, one of which, Fowler’s Pond, is 
the source of Parker River. 

Forest cover comprises about two-thirds of the land area 
in Boxford, which is the largest wooded territory in any town 
in Essex County. Pine and pine-hardwood make up 55% of 
the eover. The other types are oak, maple, birch and hardwoods. 

At one time, agriculture held an important place in the 
life of the people of Boxford, but it has gradually been on the 
decline until at present only about 20% of the population 
obtains a living by farming. Much of the land that was once 
farmed is rapidly becoming a part of the forest cover. 

It is apparent that the population has not fluctuated very 
widely since 1895. From the low point which occurred in 1925, 
the trend has been definitely upward. In 1935, the latest year 
for which figures are available, the population was almost ex- 
actly the same as it was in 1895, namely, 727, the peak year 
for the 40-year period. 

Boxford, the once farming community, with its many 
natural beauties of landscape, is rapidly becoming a residen- 
tial town. Persons who are employed in nearby cities seem 
to be finding this town a satisfactory place in which to estab- 
lish homes. If this residential trend is to continue and the 
town be kept attractive as a community well adapted to 
country estates, it would seem that some regulations should be 
established to safeguard this growth and prevent further de- 
crease in land values. Many communities have established 
ordinances or by-laws to protect the interests of their inhab- 
itants without hardship to any individual residing therein.

BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
To the Citizens of Boxford: 


As agent of the above named Bureau, I present the fol- 
lowing report : 

The functions of the Bureau of Old Age Assistance are 
entirely separate from the Welfare Board, with all cases 
under State and Federal supervision since the greater portion 
of the expense is borne by these departments. 

The total amount of money expended for the Old Age 
Assistance in Boxford during 19389 was $7,276.85. Of this 
amount, $3,766.41 was paid from money received in Federal 
Grants, the other $3,510.44 being paid from money appro- 
priated by the Town. The Town must finance these bills in 
their entirety and is only reimbursed on claims substantiated 
by proof. 

On January 1, 1959, there were 17 persons receiving Old 
Age Assistance. 7 applications were granted during the year 
and 8 eases closed, (6 by death and 2 by the State), making 
16 persons on the Register as of December 31, 1939. 

No application for Old Age Assistance can be granted 
unless the applicant meets the qualifications in regard to real 
estate and personal property and other legal proof as stated 
on the applications which are kept on file in an approved steel 
filing cabinet purchased for this purpose by direction of the 
State department. These applications must always be avail- 
able to Federal and State Auditors who verify all claims be- 
fore payments are made to the Town from Federal and State 
funds. 

Old Age Assistance is now permanently established as a 
Government Agency, and, as such, should be administered to 
adequately provide reasonable living comforts to recipients.

The Forest has been surveyed and contains 52.21 acres. 
Survey maps have been made and are ready for distribution. 
These may be had by applying to the committee. 

Eight yards of gravel have been used repairing a bad 
place in one of the wood roads in the Forest, and more could 
be used advantageously to make the hauling of cord wood 
by truck much better, as well as making the Forest itself more 
accessible to visitors. 

A small amount of thinning and trimming of pines has 
been done and ten hard wood trees that were blown down in 
the September 1928 hurricane were cut into cord wood. There 
are still a lot of blown down trees to be cut into logs and cord 
wood, and any amount of thinning, trimming and brush burn- 
ing to be done as time goes on. 114 cords of wood have been 
cut up to January 1, 1940.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The annual report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31, 1939, is herewith submitted. 

The School Committee wishes to call your attention to the 
reports of the Superintendent of Schools, Supervisors of Music 
and Drawing, and the School Nurse. The details of the school 
administration and policy are contained in these reports. 

The sum of $16,173.92 was spent for schools in 1939. 
State reimbursements and other revenues totaled $5,633.53. 
This makes a net cost of $10,540.39, and a net local cost of 
$68.44 per pupil. 

In making out the budget for the year 1940, each item 
has been carefully considered. It has been necessary to in- 
crease the budget slightly due to the increase in pupil enroll- 
ment at the High Schools. and in the Aaron Wood School. 
The budget requested for 1940 totals $16,570.00. 

The most pressing problem facing the town is the need 
for a new school building in the West Parish. P. W. A. funds 
doubtless will not be available this year. Substantial savings 
ean be made over a P.W.A. building by the use of town funds 
independently. The savings are made in construction costs, 
clerk of works fees, etc. The Committee recommends that the 
town take immediate action to authorize and provide the funds 
to build a school in the West Parish, as it is essentially neces- 
sary for the efficient. education in that Parish.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I submit my second annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1939. 

The work in the Boxford schools has continued to im- 
prove. last year several changes in the curriculum were 
started, and these changes are now bringing about better 
school work. The reading program is proving its worth in 
that the pupils have begun to show the results of a definite 
and well planned program. Of course, the real judgment 
ean not be reached until those in charge are able to test pupils 
that have completed the six year course. I am sure that when 
last year’s first year pupils enter the seventh grade, they will 
be superior in reading skill to the pupils who are now at that 
level in the seventh grade. 

I wish to stress again the need for phonics, or word 
sounds, in early reading. They are of immense value in learn- 
ing to read as they encourage self pronunciation by the be- 
sinner. Phonics, however, should only be a means to better 
reading. One of our teachers has done very good work with 
phonics, and has made many flash cards that locate pupil dif- 
fieulty with various word sounds. Phonics help with spelling 
and the pronunciation of words in later school and adult hfe. 

In the Aaron Wood school there is a teacher who works 
with reading entirely. She has done fine work in this field, 
and the children of the school have improved greatly under 
this new system. Oral reading is important, and because four 
grades are in one room, it has been neglected. Young chil- 
dren form misconceptions of word sounds that are carried 
through life if they are not corrected early. One of the out- 
standing advancements at the Aaron Wood school has been 
the inauguration of this special reading class. 

This year the School Department has purchased the com- 
plete series of ‘‘Science Bocks’’ by Beauchamp, published by 
the Seott Foresman Co. The books in the lower grades are 
interesting supplementary reading material with special em- 
phasis on the natural things surrounding us. <A study of 
birds, animals, insects, and plant life, culminating in the more 
scientific problems of heat, sound, and electricity makes up 
the course. Our children should be able to do better work 
in their high school science course as a result of this prelimin- 
ary study. The pupils may find the vocabulary and terms 
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difficult, but this is to be expected as they have never had 
work in science. Within a few years all of them will have a 
knowledge of the terms so necessary in this scientific age. 
There is great interest in the new books as they are beauti- 
fully illustrated and interestingly written. 

It became necessary to purchase new report cards, and 
one of the latest type was adopted. These ecards not only 
allow for reports in the principal subjects but also in the 
following: eitizenship habits which are all important in school 
work, industry. obedience, courtesy, self-control and health 
habits. It is the hope of the School Department that the 
parents will confer with the teachers whenever a question 
about school work arises. 

During the winter and spring terms, moving pictures of 
the history of the United States were shown. Moving picture 
projectors have been obtained for our schools and definite 
educational moving picture programs are to be established. 
This will open up a new field of visual instruction, and give 
new reference material to the pupils of Boxford. 

There has been a increase of eleven pupils at the Aaron 
Wood school this year. This is an increase of nearly 20%. 
The enrollment seems to be on an upward trend. Many 
younger families are moving into Boxford. The enrollment 
figures are given as of Oct. 1, 1939, and since that date sev- 
eral more children have entered this school. Only two more 
seats are left in the school to take care of expansion. 

Miss Ruth Horrigan, the cadet teacher, has been helping 
pupils with their reading work. This has lessened, somewhat, 
the erowded condition downstairs, as she holds her classes in 
the small room upstairs. The reading classes have helped 
to rectify discipline problems that arise when rooms are 
crowded and, as a result, the work in all rooms is progressing 
more smoothly. 

Last spring the pupils of the upper grades presented a 
program of Gilbert and Sullivan songs and scenes. The chil- 
dren are to be congratulated on their good work. Many 
parents attended the program which included selections by 
the Wood Rhythm Band of the lower grades. Again in Dec- 
ember the same group gave the play ‘‘Red Shoes of Ply- 
mouth’’ for the church Christmas sale. I, personally, en- 
joyed the shadow story of the Pilgrims which was presented 
by the upper grades of the Wood. school. 

At the Gardner Morse School, in the West Parish, there 
was a complete change in the faculty. Miss Sarah Corbett 
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and Miss Regina McCathy resigned to accept positions in 
their home city, Lawrence. Both teachers had served at the 
school for many years. The School Committee selected Mr. 
Dudley Briggs and Miss Dorothy Eade to teach at the Morse 
School. Both have proved to be very satisfactory teachers. 

Last spring a parent’s visiting day was held, and many 
parents attended the afternoon session of the school. The 
pupils presented a play entitled ‘‘A Message to Garcia”’ 
which was an excellent citizenship lesson. Later the play was 
broadeast from a local radio station. 

Mr. Dudley Briggs organized a six man football team 
and the Gardner Morse School made a good record in playing 
other nearby school teams which were organized to play the 
Boxford team. Good sportsmanship was always present in 
the boys’ games. 

The work in manual arts has been extended. The pupils 
are taught to make useful articles for themselves, as, cork 
coasters, covered. match boxes, tie racks and plywood toys. 
The boys at the Morse School made a set of swings, teeter 
boards, installed book shelves and elastic bells in the school. 
The last named projects have helped a great deal in the 
schools. Pupils are no longer on the street but play with the 
swings and seesaws located in the rear of the school yard. 
Many other games have been learned, and the children are 
busy every minute before school and during recess. 

The library at the Morse School has been enlarged at 
no cost to the town. The School Department is indeed grate- 
ful to the West Boxford Library Association and to the pupils 
for the loan of books that makes this library possible. AI] in 
all, a happy, friendly school spirit exists at this school. 

During the month of May the annual spelling bee was 
held at Rowley. Twelve pupils from Boxford participated 
with pupils from Georgetown, Groveland, and Rowley. 
Marcella Lyon, one of the Boxford pupils won the first prize 
for the eighth grade group. The Boxford children, in every 
case, were among the last to be ‘‘spelled down.’’ The follow- 
ing received pins: Nancy Bowen, grade 8; Joan McPherson, 
Mary Waters, and Ruth Gamble, grade 7; Joan Walsh and 
Sally Waters, grade 6; Ann Kelsey, grade 5 from the Aaron 
Wood School, and Harold Clock, grade 5, of the Gardner 
Morse School. 

The future of any town is uncertain and many factors 
beyond control must be considered. There seems to be a trend 
toward larger enrollment in the Aaron Wood School. Should 
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this continue, it will be necessary for the citizens of Boxford 
+o provide more class room. An addition to the Aaron Wood 
School may be necessary within several years. 

The Gardner Morse School must be replaced as soon as 
possible. The furnace is beyond repair, and the building, 
generally, is in such poor repair that no reconditioning pro- 
gram is practical. 

As a new school has already been voted, it is hoped that 
something definite about its construction will be forthcoming. 
The need is great, and no reasonable expenditure of money 
ean make the present building fit for use another year. 

In concluding this, my second report, may I express my 
appreciation to the members of the School Committee for their 
confidence and help, and to the teachers, janitors, and. super- 
visors who have continued to assist me in directing the educa- 
tional activities of Boxford.

In compliance with your request I submit the followmg 
report. 
~ The course in music has been carried on following the 
outline in the first four grades of Rote Songs, tone and 
ane Drills learning to reid by note and the “beginning of 
art singing, also music appreciation. 

In February, Rhythm Bands were formed, much to the 
delight of the ahiaren who take great satisfaction in playing 
the different instruments and we believe that they gain much 
by establishing a sense of rhythm, for it is claimed that every 
person is inherently rhythmical because rhythm is fundamen- 

tally a physical manisfestation. As for example, the heart 
beating, sleeping and waking, breathing, ete. 

i the upper erades advanced part singing is given; 
also composer’s lives studied by means of pictures and sket- 
ches of the composers, some of their noted works played, also 
musical quizzes, tests on key signatures and time values. 

On May 5th a Gilbert & Sulllivan evening was presented 
in the town hall by the pupils of Miss Whittier’s room in the 
Aaron Wood School. 

Selections from Pinafore, the Mikado, and the Pirates 
of Penzance were given most pleasingly and much credit is 
due Miss Whittier for the coaching and accompanying which 
was done outside the regular music schedule. 

The same evening Miss Torrey’s room gave an excellent 
program of two-part singing and Rhythm Band playing. 

At the Morse School, Mr. Briges has demonstrated to his 
pupils several orchestral instruments, helping the children not 
only to become familiar with the appearance of the instru- 
ments but allowing them to know how each instrument sounds. 

At present he is organizing an Ocarina Orchestra, which 
is claiming much interest. 

In Miss Eade’s rooms at the Morse School, good work is 
being done in Rote Singing, Note reading and Rhythm Drills. 

In closing I wish to quote the works of one of our present 
day musicians on the value of music. ‘‘Musie is one of the 
great defenders of peace, it unites nations in a common art. 
It is the great enemy of crime and it builds character. It is 
created by men of profound insight, sympathy and genius.’’

To the School Committee and the Superintendent of Schoois 


At the end of the school year in June 1939 two exhibitions 
were held. One in West Boxford showing work done in the 
Morse School and the other in East Boxford from the Wood 
Sehool. At least one drawing from every lesson given during 
the year was exhibited. 

The first four grades exhibited work showing the most 
outstanding examples in design, illustration, object drawing, 
paper cutting, figure drawing, posters, lettering, nature work 
and color lessons. 

The four upper grades in each school exhibited posters, 
lettering, figure drawing, nature drawing, paper cutting, 
illustrations and booklets in the form of a snapshot album.

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To hear and act on the reports of Town Offi- 
cers and Committees. 


Article 4. To receive and act on the report of the Town 
Accountant. 


Article 5. To take any action as may be deemed best 
relative to compensation of Town Officers and Committees 
for the ensuing year. 
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Article 6. To act on the suggested budget and see what

Yea, I Have A GoopLy HERITAGE 


That runs through all the literature of the world,—from the . 
Zend Avesta of Zoroaster back to the Garden of Eden and forward 
to the last sagacious remark of Calvin Coolidge. 


And the point is;—IT IS TRUE for those of us who have 
the privilege of living in the good Town of Boxford;—‘We Have 
a Goodly Heritage” 

We ought to prize it highly; 

- We ought to use it worthily; 


We ought to see to it that we pass it on to our children 
enriched by our achievements, bequeathing to them 
a still better place in which to live. 


That is our responsibility; that is our duty: that is our privilege. 


Our forefathers built this town through many years of self- 
sacrificing devotion. For more than two hundred and fifty years 
there is an unbroken line of worthy men and women.

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REPORT OF W. P. A. ACTIVITIES 


During the year 1940 the activities of the W. P. A. have 
been considerably less than in the two preceding years. Through 
the winter there was an average of six men employed on a moth 
project. Renewed activity in private industry in the spring 
took a portion of these men necessitating either the closing of 
W. P. A. in town or combining with some other group. Through 
the courtesy of the Topsfield public officials we were able to 
arrange for the remaining men to join the Topsfield group. This 
arrangement still continues to be satisfactory as we do not have 
a sufficient number of men certified to warrant the operation 
of a project in Boxford. 


The year 1940 was the largest year in the distribution of 
surplus commodities since the department was organized, and 
there was distributed in this community food valued at $782.03. 
In addition to this allotment of food there was distributed cloth- 
ing and blankets having a value of $163.20, making a total value 
of $945.23 received in commodities.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


The committee of three was appointed on December 18, 
1939, as follows: 


Walter K. Morss, West Boxford 3 years 
Clarence E. Brown, Boxford 2 vears 
Winthrop P. Haynes, Boxford 1 year 


Due to the expiration of Mr. Haynes’ term of office a new 
member is to be appointed to serve for three years from Jan- 
uary, 1941. 


During 1940 the Committee arranged for certain work upon 
roads and improvement cutting in the forest to the extent of 
the appropriation of $150. At the entrance on Lake Shore Road 
a culvert was placed and gravel fill and gateway built. About 
two acres near the entrance was thinned and trimmed and the 
brush burnt, also the birches were trimmed for about 1,000 
_ feet along the wood road and holes filled with gravel. Cordwood 
was cut and nine cords were sold and the proceeds turned over 
to the Town Treasurer while 9'4 cords were on hand on Decem- 
ber 31, 1940. Two different parties received firewood from the 
forest for cutting plus extra labor to pay for same. 

During 1941 the work of improving the wood road should be 
continued so as to permit driving through the forest from the 
Lake Shore Road entrance to Oak Ridge Road. This will require 
another culvert and also gravel fill. Thinning and trimming work 
along the entire length of road is also necessary. This work will 
help to put the forest in good condition both for timber growth 
and also to make it useful to the townspeople for recreational 
purposes. 


On October 11th and 12th Mr. and Mrs. Haynes attended 
a meeting at Springfield, Mass., of Town Forest Committee 
representatives and State Foresters held under the auspices of 
the Massachusetts Forest and Park Association. Interesting field 
trips were taken to nearby forests including Amherst, Mt. Toby 
forest and Northampton Water supply area. The State Foresters 
explained the assistance they are ready to furnish the towns, 
including free pine seedings for planting, and emphasized the 
importance of securing the interest of all the townspeople in 
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improving their town forest as well as private woodlots. After 
listening to the discussion at this meeting we concluded that 
Boxford is fortunate in having set aside a town forest plot with 
well developed stand of both hardwoods and pine which merely 
needs some care and improvement thinning to be put into good 
condition. The cutting incidental to this thinning plus normal 
crop cutting should provide a considerable revenue from the 
sale of cord wood and help to cover the cost of putting the forest 
upon a self-supporting basis. Most of the town forests receive 
the funds from the sale of products and the committee wish to 
recommend that this procedure be followed in Boxford.

We herewith submit the report of the School Committee 
for the year ending December 31, 1940. 


The amount expended for schools during the past fiscal year 
was $16,840.82. During the same period the town treasury 
received reimbursements from the State totaling $5,528.26, 
making the net cost of education to the taxpayers, $11,312.56. 


The Budget for 1941 calls for $17,797.50, which is an 
increase over the sum expended in 1940. An increase in high 
school enrollment, the need for equipment for the new school and 
added fuel costs make it necessary to ask for this sum. Addi- 
tional tuition charges, however, result in increased reimbursements. 


The Committee calls your attention to the following 
reports of the Superintendent of Schools, the Music Supervisor, 
the Supervisor of Art and the School Nurse. We likewise call your 
attention to the report of the Building Committee.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools of the Town of Boxford for the year 1940. 


The reading system which was adopted a year ago has proven 
very satisfactory. The material is interesting to the pupils and the 
supplementary materials and teaching aids should do much to 
improve reading accomplishment. The pupils in both the Aaron 
Wood School and the temporary school at West Boxford have 
shown good progress; in the East School regardless of the fact 
that we have no helping teacher this year and in the West in 
spite of the handicap of being in very limited quarters. 


- The temporary school in West Boxford has been extremely 
difficult to heat during the winter months. The pupils get started 
late because of the time necessary to get the building warm 
enough to carry on classroom work. In this school the lower 
grades are taken separately to a small adjacent room for group 
or class work, where they may have the undivided attention of the 
teacher. The extra load thrown upon the shoulders of the prin- 
cipal, because of limited quarters, does not seem to have 
affected the progress of the upper grades. The pupils and teachers 
have adjusted very well to their temporary surroundings. 


This Fall new mathematic books were purchased for the 
pupils in grades seven and eight of the Aaron Wood School. The 
books selected should result in better preparation for high school 
work in mathematics. Next year it is hoped that books in this 
series may be provided for other grades. Geography books have 
been provided for grade three, laying the fourdaticn from which 
the pupil branches out to further study. The upper grades at this 
school have had the benefit of instruction in nature study through 
the work of the Audubon Society, for which we are indebted to 
the Garden Club. 


The enrolment in the elementary schools is larger than a 
year ago. The high school attendance has also increased and 
should be greater still next September. Increased tuition costs 
will result from the increased high school attendance but will be 
offset, in part, by added reimbursements. 
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In West Boxford a band was organized by Mr. Briggs which 
has drawn the attention of many of the boys in the elementary 
school as well as the older boys. The citizens have shown much 
interest in this, as evidenced by. their contributions. A school 
paper was issued for the first time in October which brings the 
parents in closer touch with the school and what the school 
is doing. 


With the completion of the new school at West Boxford we 
should turn our attention to the maintenance of the building in 
the Center. The Aaron Wood school is in need of a general 
refinishing. It is much easier to keep a building in condition than 
it is to restore it when it has been let go. 


The Aaron Wood School at the present time as prac- 
tically. a capacity enrolment. With four grades in a room one 
teacher should be added if we are to maintain standards. The 
individual attention the added teacher might give would tend to 
bring those who are on the border line between failure and 
success, over the line. I should recommend that the added 
teacher take charge of all classes in reading and give individual 
help in other subjects where it is most needed. 


In closing I wish to thank the School Committee, teachers 
and all others, who have cooperated in the interest of educational 
progress in Boxford, for their help and cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


fs To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee: 


In compliance with your request, I submit the following: 
During the past year, the work in music has been in accordance 
with the following outlines: 


| In the first four grades Rote-Singing, Tone and Rhythm 
- Drills, Learning to read by notes, and the beginning of Part- 
Singing along with a simple form of Music Appreciation con- 
stituted the music program. 


The upper grade program consisted of advanced work in 
Part-Singing, Rounds, Sketches of composers’ lives, Musical 
Quizzes, and Sight Reading of Songs placed on ‘blackboard and 
~ copied into the pupils’ music notebooks. 


In the lower grades the Rhythm Bank is much enjoyed and 
entered into with great zest by the children. 


In the Morse Grammar School, Mr. Briggs has organized 
a Band using the regular Band Instruments, which doubtless will 
be of much benefit to the children. 


Last Spring no Operetta was given, as in the previous year, 
since the Junior Choir at East Boxford was giving one, using the 
same children as the former. 


During the latter part of the school year, much time was 
spent on the Graduation Music and several joint rehearsals were 
held with the upper grades from both schools.

To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee of the 
Town of Boxford: 


At the end of the school year in June, 1940, two exhibitions 
were again held. One in West Boxford Grange Hall showing work 
done in the Morse School and the other in East Boxford Town 
Hall showing work from Wood School. 


The first four grades exhibited work showing outstanding 
examples of original illustrations, objects, figure drawings, pos- 
ters, lettering, paper cutting and color lessons. 


The four upper grades in both schools exhibited original 
posters, figure drawings, designs, illustrations, lettering, paper 
cutting and nature work. In East Boxford a village of modern 
homes was on display.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


In March 1941 the pupils at West Boxford entered the new 
school. The several months spent in the temporary quarters 
made the children more appreciative of the modern and comfort- 
able features of their new building. The building meets all 
school requirements. 


During the past year Miss Cleaveland, who had been Music 
Supervisor for many years, resigned. The teaching of music in 
the schools has been taken over by Mr. Briggs, who now spends 
two afternoons per week at the Aaron Wood School. Mr. Briggs 
teaches science in the upper-grade room in addition to his music 
work on those afternoons. The afternoons Mr. Briggs is at 
East Boxford, Miss Whittier teaches Citizenship and Literature 
in the upper-grade room in West Boxford. 


In September an added teacher was engaged for the Aaron 
Wood School. Miss Ethel Dickson of Amesbury, a graduate of 
Salem Teachers College, has taken over the responsibility for the 
teaching of particular subjects in grades three, four, five and six. 
With over thirty pupils and four grades in a room, this added 
teacher is of great help in keeping the achievement of the pupils 
at a high level. 


The arithmetic series introduced in grades seven and eight 
at the Wood School a year ago is now in use in all of the grades 
at that school. The introduction of this complete series eliminates 
gaps In subject matter between grades and its use should provide 
a sound foundation for higher mathematics. This same series 
was purchased for the lower-grade room at the Morse School. 


The reading system, which has been in use now for two 
years, is working out well. | Supplementary readers were pur- 
chased for the three lower grades in each school during the past 
year. Children need a number of books on the same reading 
level, in order to develop reading skills. New books, which are 
so well illustrated today, are motivating in themselves. As a 
further means of improving reading, and building the reading 
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habit, steps have been taken to build up our school library. I 
hope that this may be continued in 1942. 


Last year your attention was called to the advisability of 
refinishing the interior of the Aaron Wood School. The work 
done during the summer of 1941 has greatly improved the ap- 
pearance of this building. It is suggested that the trimmings 
on the outside of the building be repainted in 1942. 


The enrollment of both schools remains about the same as 
a year ago. High School enrollment was not as large this year 
as was anticipated but may be expected to increase in another 
year. 


In closing I express my appreciation to the teachers and 
committee for their continued cooperation and support.

The lessons included illustrations, lettering, figure draw- 
ing, object drawing, nature drawing and correlated lessons.

In compliance with your request, I herewith present my 
eleventh annual report. 

Number of pupils enrolled—104. 

Dr. Adrian Moulyn in his annual physical examination of 
the pupils in East and West Boxford found the following: 


Enlarged tonsils 6 
Enlarged glands 4 
Heart condition 1 


Home visits have been made and these children are under the 
care of their family physician. 
Contagious diseases: . 
Chicken Pox 19 cases 
Whooping Cough 2 cases 
The need of excluding all children with signs of illness from 
school, is the only way we may hope to avoid serious illness. We 
would appreciate it if parents would cooperate in not sending 
children to school when child does not seem up to par. 
All children entering school in September who had not been 
immunized against diphtheria have been done. | 
A pre-school clinic is now being held in which children from 
six months to school age are being immunized. The response to 
this clinic has been very good. We hope that Boxford children 
will be 100% immune against diphtheria. 
Dr. Moulyn found the general health of the children in both 
schools very good.

CIVILIAN DEFENSE 

During the year, a Civilian Defense organization has 
been developed with the installation of two report centers, 
one in each Parish. These have been manned twenty four 
hours a day by volunteer effort whenever occasion de- 
manded. Also on twenty four hour schedule is the Air- 


plane Observation Post in conjunction with the town of 
Topsfield. 


The Red Cross’ has conducted two first aid classes in 
home nursing and are meeting in two groups each week to 
sew and make surgical dressings. 


The local Tire Rationing Board is, to our minds ‘the 
most outstanding example of patriotic service to the com- 
munity. The personnel of this Board function on a very 
nearly twenty four hour day and night service basis. While 
their meeting nights are every Monday and Friday, they 
have solved many problems of transportation by personal 
contact at all times of the day and night, and we wish 
here to publicly commend them in behalf of the town for 
their faithful and efficient service. 


Although a tremendous amount of work is still nec- 
essary, the town can justly be proud of the spirit and vigor 
with which Civilian Defense preparation have been and are 
being made. 


The 1942 annual warrant’and budget included in this 
publication differs only slightly from that of previous 
years. In our budget requirements it seemed wise to our 
Selectmen to suggest an increased appropriation for Town 
Hall as we are somewhat handicapped for space and equip- 
ment due to the increased activities of Civilian Defense 
work. 


Mindful of the trials that may le ahead, we are never- 
theless firm in the knowledge that all stand ready to carry 
on with strong resolution for whatever task we may be 
required to face, and it is in that spirit that the 1942 report 
is presented.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year just passed has seen the lengthenine arm of 
total war extend its ugly shadow over what had previously 
been our peaceful surroundings, and we have been inextric- 
ably caught up in the great. effort in which our country 1S 
now engaging. Once again, Massachusetts is called upon 
to make good the words of her motto. In consequence, a 
report such as this loses much of its usual significance, but 
it is presented with the realization that most us can 
continue to be of: the .sreatest, service by faithfully per 
forming our appointed ‘tasks. 


HIGHWAYS 

‘Lhe normal Chapter 81 Ga of $11,000.00 was 
availab.e this year and was spent in the customary manner 
for maintenance of town roads. Detailed. figures will be 
found in the Highway Report. There was no Chapter 90 
construction money availabie from the State this year, but 
the balance of the 1941 appropriation was used for surface 
treatment on Georgetown Road. Chapter 90 ma‘ntenance 
money in the amount of $3,600.00 was used for resurfacing 
manv of our present black-top highways. 


MACHINERY 

Our town tractor and road machinery have been over- 
hauled during the past year and are, at present, in good 
condition. As a result of our special Town Meeting in De- 
cember of 1941, a very satisfactory fire truck has been pur- 
chased and equipped and is now available for all branches of 
fire service. The new fire house authorized by special 
appropriation has been completed and is a valuable asset 
to our town. 


WELFARE 

Total expenses in this account showed $1, 738, 11, which 
is a substantial reduction from previous years. The outlook 
is favorable for a continued reduction in 1943. 


There is very little change in the number of Old Age 
Assistance recip:ents. At the beginning of 1942 there were 
18 cases and only, 15 at the end of the year. 


Surplus commodities in both food and clothine were 
distributed until the latter part of the year when lack of 
variety and dirninishing » ee! seemed to warrant ihe dis" 
continuance:of;this service. 


On March 6, 1893, the citizens of the town of Boxford 
met in the vestry of the church in West Boxford to trans- 
act the annual business of the town. Those who did not 
walk to the meeting came by horse-drawn vehicles, stab: 
ling the horses in the nearby horse-sheds or in the com- 
modius barn belonging to Mr. Edward E. Pearl. 


After the usual friendly greetings and handshakes. 
prayer was offered by Reverend Charles L. Hubbard and 
the warrant authorizing the meeting was read by the 
Moderator. The election of officers was followed by a 
discussion of the appropriations for the various branches 
of government. The largest amounts to be appropriated 
were $1,500.00 for schools and $1,400.00 for highways. The 
price for labor was established at 15 cents an hour for.a 
man while in actual service and 30 cents an hour for a pair 
of horses. 


At that time the election of town officers was by 
paper ballot, the Moderator calling out the names of the 
voters as they appeared and the Selectmen checking them 
off on the check list. For those present it was just an or- 
dinary meeting, but it has significance for us in that among 
those elected to office that year, John W. Parkhurst was 
chosen to serve as Town Clerk. Here was forged a strong 
link in the chain of municipal affairs which has remained 
unbroken from that time up to the present day. Fifty years 
of continuous and faithful service! 


This conscientious model of intregrity, through its 
example to others, has been a dominant factor in the 
present high standard of government in the town of Box- 


ford. 

During this half century in office Mr. Parkhurst has 
carefully recorded the vital statistics of the town as well 
as the many changes in personnel, system of government 
and finance. 


May we here publicly commend Deacon Parkhurst for 
his long and faithful service as Town Clerk of Boxford.

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REPORT OF STATE GUARD UNIT 
To the Board of Selctmen: 


We submit a report of the Massachusetts State Guard 
Unit, the Boxford-Topsfield Company. 


Sargent H. Wellman acting as recruiting officer was 
commissioned a Captain and given command of the com- 
pany. Later he was asked to take over and command the 
Battalion in this District and commissioned Major. How-., 
ever, we feel he has not left the Company entirely because 
he is still available to us for advice and help. He left the 
Company in charge of Lt. John A. Sanger of Boxford who 
is competent and doing a fine job. 


The Company was organized with 36 men and steadily 
increased. The Guard has been fully equipped with both 
summer and winter uniforms and arms. Too much credit 
caunot be given to supply Set. Wilfred Linfield who is on 
the job every minute. The Company has assembled on 
every Civilian test and has shown real cooperation with 
other Defense Units. We still have a company of 49 enlisted 
men and 2 officers. At the present time, the Company is 
going through a rigid training schedule which has been 
set up and is now in the second phase. The unit also has a 
rifle team which has competed very favorably with other 
units and is under the direction of Sgt. S. Warren Forrest. 


We have received word from men who have joined the 
U. S. Armed Services stating the benefits received trom 
the training in the Company. Recently the Company were 
given the Machine guns owned by the former Machine 
Gun Company during the last World War, and are plan- 
ning to inaugurate a Machine Gun platoon immediately. 
Twenty-eight members of the Company have also. donated 
blood at the Beverly Hospital for the Blood Bank there.

I herewith submit my report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1942. 


The past year has been a year of many changes in the 
personnel of the schoorstaff. The changing economic stt- 
uation has brought about.a very definite teacher-shorta: e 
The higher remuneration of other occupations, together 
with the induction of so many of the young men, will no 
doubt, bring about an even more acute shortage of teei- 
chers during the coming year. 


At the close of 1942 three teachers were employed in 
our schools who were not with us a year ago. During the 
summer Miss Sylvia Koski, a graduate of Keene Nornia! 
School with teaching experience at Walpole, New Hamp- 
shire, was elected to teach the upper grades at the Morse 
School. Miss Koski succeeded Mr. Dudiey Briggs who was 
elected to a teaching position at Belmont, Mass. At the 
Aaron’'Wood School Mrs. Muriel Coyle Pope succeeded 
Miss Ethel Dickson and Mrs. Gladys McPherson succeeded 
Miss Eunice Whittier. Miss Whittier resigned in October 
to accept a teaching position at Haverhill. 


To direct the music work in the schools, we were for- 
tunate in being able to obtain the services of Mrs. Doris 
Curriet who has been Music Supervisor in Merrimac, 
West Newbury, Newbury and Rowley for several years. 
Mrs. Curriers’ knowledge of public school music and her 
enthusiasm for her work are factors which are most’ val- 
uable in teaching this special subject. 


Several new textbooks were purchased during 1942. 
Both schools now use the “Study Arithmetic Series,’ and 
the “Step by Step in English,” books throughout the 
grades. By adopting a complete series of texts in these two 
important fields we are assured of a complete program, 
leaving no gaps. 


“Modern Life Spellers,” were placed in use during the 
past year. The books are the result of careful study of the 
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prooer grade-placement of words. Examples of the use of 
each word are provided in addition to a dictionary of the 
words. 


The girls in the uper grades at both schools should 
profit from the sewing classes conducted by Mrs. Jordan. 
The girls have made dresses and aprons and have learned 
much which should be helpful around the home. 


Manual Training for the boys, continues to be taught 
in the upper grades. An effort is being made to teach the 
boys how to use tools and to recognize work which is well 
done. As the year progresses some attention will be given 
mechanical drawing. 


- Standardized Achievement Tests were given in May 
for the second. straight year. The results of these tests 
indicate that the progress of the Boxford pupils is very 
satisfactory. 


The condition of the buildings is good but some of the 
desks and chairs in the lower-grade room at the Aaron- 
Wood School should be replaced within a few years. The 
buildings are well cared for by the janitors who take pride 
in seeing them clean at all times. 


In closing I express my appreciation to the committee, 


teachers and janitors for their cooperation during the past 
year.

Herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music in 
the Boxford Schools. 


I should like to take this opportunity to say that I find 
the work in the Boxford Schools very enjoyable and each 
week we are becoming better acquainted. 


In the lower grade room of each building the children 
are divided into two groups, with grades one and two 
forming one class and three and four the other. This ena- 
bles me to give much more individual attention and the first 
two grades are not. trying to do work too far advanced 
for them. Here the time is devoted to rote-song singing, 
eliminating the deficients and beginning note reading. As 
we go from grade to grade we strive to have each indi- 
vidual child become more confident and better equipped to 
read his or her own part and sing with enjoyment. 


Later in the year a rhythm band will be formed in the 
lower grades, and greater emphasis placed on muSic appre- 
ciation. 


In the upper grades we are singing in three parts and 
the work is progressing. 


New material is needed throughout the grades.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen is filing a brief report in view 
of the necessity of conserving material and labor as well 
as to keep the cost of our Town Report at a minimum and 
requests a similar procedure from other town departments. 

We wish to thank all of the citizens of the town who 
have assisted us in our duties and to assure them that we 
will endeavor to continue to operate municipal affairs as 
economically as possible under war time conditions. 


Civilian Defense 


Recently a communication was received from the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth requesting the continuance of 
Civilian Defense personnel. We are in accord with this 
request. 

Food 

Through other activities your Selectmen are very 
familiar with the present national food situation. The need 
for food this year is greater than ever before and we urge 
all engaged in agriculture to produce to the utmost and 
recommend that all others plan now for a “Victory Garden” 
in 1944. 

; Highways 

We are endeavoring to keep all our “black top” high- 
ways in good condition and still be able to give some atten- 
tion to secondary roads. In 1943 $6,875.00 was allotted by 
ne eee under Chapter 81, and $2,292.00 contributed by 

e town. 


Funds for Chapter 90 Construction were not available 
for 19438, but $1,000.00 in maintenance was received from 
the state and $2,000.00 contributed by the town. 


Welfare 
Under Public Welfare the expense was $747.23, a de- 
crease from last year of over 50%. 


New regulations in effect Sept. 8, 1943, required the 
rebudgeting of all Old Age Assistance cases, which has 
been done, and the number receiving aid as of Jan. 1, 1944, 
is 15. Most of the expense of this department is reimbursed 
to the town by the State and Federal Governments. Details 
of the expenses incurred in these departments will be found 
‘in the accountant’s report. 
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In the spring of 1943 the Boxford Men’s Club erected 
an’ Honor Roll designed and lettered by Mr. James W. Calder 
for the citizens of Boxford serving in the armed forces, 
and on May 30, dedicated it with appropriate exercises, 
formally presenting this patriotic and timely gift which 
was accepted by the Selectmen in behalf of the town. 
Situated on the Town Hall grounds and attractively land- 
scaped by Harlan P. Kelsey, Inc., it at once becomes a 
monument to the spirit of loyalty and devotion to country 
that has ever dominated the citizens of Boxford. 


The flag pole on the Monument Grounds in the West 
Parish was replaced. Suitable trees were selected, properly 
conditioned and finished, and erected on the Monument 
Grounds. We are deeply grateful to Mr. Edward J. Holmes 
for the trees, to Mr. Alfred K. Nason for his efforts in pre- 
paring the pole and to the Lawrence Gas and Electric 
Company for the service contributed toward its erection.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


We herewith submit the report of the School Committee 
for the year ending December 31, 19438. 


The amount expended on education in Boxford for 1943 
was $19,086.93. $6191.42 was reimbursed tosthe Town or 
will be received by the Town on-the 1943 accounts, which 
leaves a net cost to the taxpayers of $12,895.51. 


Your Committee has made arrangements with the 
Georgetown Committee to send all Boxford High School 
pupils to Georgetown beginning in September 1944. This 
arrangement will place the children in a school under the 
supervision of the Boxford Superintendent where the Box- 
ford Committee may have a voice in the curriculum and 
organization of the school. 


The High School in Georgetown is convenient to both 
sections of Boxford, is a Class A High School and has the 
New England College Certificate Privilege. 


The budget for 1944 calls for an appropriation of 
$19,852.00. With the ever increasing teacher shortage and 
continued rising material costs, we consider this amount 
necessary to maintain our schools on a high level. 


We call your attention to the following reports of the 
Superintendent of Schools, Supervisor of Art, Music Super- 
visor and School Nurse.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1943. | 


Boxford was very fortunate in having but one vacancy 
in the teaching staff of its schools during the past year. 
The Schools opened in September with the four room teach- 
ers returning and Miss Mildred Coolidge, a teacher of ex- 
perience, taking the place of Mrs. Muriel Pope as helping 
teacher at the Aaron Wood School. The present staff is 
very efficient, the work is well organized and adequate at- 
tention is given to the problems of the individual pupil. 


Textbooks used in our schools are, on the whole, in good 
condition and up-to-date. Complete series of texts are pro- 
vided in Arithmetic, Spelling, Language and Reading. In 
order to provide more drill in language usage the McCor- 
mick-Mathers language workbooks were introduced during 
the Fall to supplement the material in the textbooks. The 
use of these workbooks should result in better preparation 
of, our pupils for the language work in High School and the 
study of Foreign Languages. 


Several new sets of books were introduced during the 
year. New History books were provided for Grades 5, 7, and 
8 at the Morse School and for Grade 5 at the Aaron Wood 
School. Supplementary readers of the “Alice and Jerry” 
- and “Dick and Jane”’ series were provided for lower grades 
in both schools. These new readers which furnish more 
materials on each grade level are well graded in accordance 
with accepted word lists, widely used, attractive and in- 
teresting to the pupil. Books are tools in the hands of pupils, 
the use of which makes the combined efforts of the pupils 
and teachers more productive. 


Although it is difficult to obtain certain supplies under 
present conditions and the quality of others is below stan- 
dard, the progress in the schools has not been impaired as 
a result. Careful planning over a longer period is essential 
under present conditions. 

The condition of the school buildings is satisfactory 
although an additional classroom at the Aaron Wood School 
would be desirable. The classrooms at the Aaron Wood 
School were painted and the upper parts of the walls re- 
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papered during the Christmas vacation. Although the. 
furnace at the Aaron Wood School is in safe operating con- 
dition at the present time, I recommend that it be pulled 
down during the coming Summer, repaired where necessary 
and reset. This furnace has been in use since the building. 
was constructed. 


The Music and Art Supervisors made regular visits to 
the schools during the past year. Boxford pupils again re- 
ceived awards for their original posters made in their art 
classes. The work in Music with Mrs. Currier progressed 
well. 


The presentation of the operetta, “Tulip Time,” by 
pupils of the Aaron Wood School was a splendid illustration 
of what the boys and girls can do in this work. Plans are 
now under way for the presentation of another operetta 
in 1944. . 


With the close of another year I again express my 
appreciation to the teachers, School Committee and parents 
for their cooperation during that year.

A course of study is followed for each grade, always working 
toward the ultimate end that each child may read and carry 
his or her own part without help. A greater understanding 
of music leads to a greater appreciation of it, thereby enrich- 
ing the everyday lives of the pupils. 

In May, 1943, the pupils of the Aaron Wood School 
presented the operetta, “Tulip Time,” at the Town Hall. The 
successful presentation of this operetta was due to the 
enthusiasm of the boys and girls and the cooperation of 
Mrs. MacPherson. 

New books provided during the year included “Dis- 
covery” for the upper grades and the “Congdon Music 
Primers” for the lower grades in both buildings. 


A few new instruments and records were added for the 
use of the Rhythm Band, which is enjoyed in both schools. 
The individual pupil is given an opportunity to conduct the 
band and to use the different instruments. | 

In closing, I express my appreciation to the pupils, 
teachers, School Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
for their cooperation during the past year.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


After more than three years of total war, we feel that 
the citizens of oxford have borne their responsibilities well. 
They have furnished their proportionate share of men and 
women to the armed forces, have helped to produce the food 
and other war supplies that keep our armies strong, well 
fed. and well equipped. Our town’s people have had high in-: 
comes during war time years and have lived in an economy 
in which rationing, price control and income taxes have 
been household words. In looking forward toward a lasting 
peace may we plan to maintain these incomes and build an 
economic program that will make our town a better place in 
which to live. 

On December 7, 1944, the accounts of the various town 
departments were audited in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. The report of this audit 
will be available for inspection at the Town Hall. 

In May, 1944, Leo F. Richardson resigned as Constable 
in the East Parish and Thomas E. Cargill was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. 

Highways 

In this period of shortage of both material and labor, 
we are trying to keep up our improved highways and also 
not entirely neglect the secondary roads. The State allot- 
ment under Chapter 81 was $6,875.00 in 1944, and the town 
contribution was $2,292.00. | 

The State allotment for Chapter 90 maintenance in 
1944 was $1,000.00, which, with the town appropriation of 
$2,000.00, made $3,000.00 available for Chapter 90 roads. 

Welfare 

In 1944 the expense of Public Welfare was $318.71, or 
about 10% of the peak load prior to the present war. 

Our Old Age Assistance remains practically the same 
as it was a year ago, with fifteen cases, which is the same 
number reported January 1, 1944.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Previous to the last Town Meeting in March, 1944, the 
two members of the School Committee whose terms were 
not to expire tendered their resignations, and a new mem- 
ber was elected to the third position. The two vacancies 
were filled by the Selectmen and the elected member, with 
the result that a committee of three new members has 
served during the past year. 


Immediately following the organization of the new Com- 
mittee, some difficulty was presented in the much regretted 
resignation of Miss Torrey, teacher at the Aaron Wood 
School, but the Committee was fortunate in procuring the 
services of a competent substitute in Mrs. Bowman, who 
served the remainder of that school year. 


After lengthy consideration of the votes at the 1944 
Town Meeting and the problems of transportation and re- 
adjustment, and after circularizing the parents concerned 
in the first precinct in a further endeavor to ascertain the 
will of that part of the Town, the Committee rescinded the 
action of the previous Committee and continued the high 
school pupils in attendance a4 Topsfield and Johnson (North 
Andover) High Schools as heretofore. 


New locks have been installed at the Morse School in 
order to prevent as far as possible the possession of keys 
by unauthorized persons. Trimming, porch and roof repair 
was done on the Wood School, and necessary repairs have 
been done on the furnaces at both schools. Further major 
repairs on the furnace and a full painting is also necessary 
at the Wood School; also one coat of paint seems desirable 
at the Morse School for long-run economy. 


A donation of a piano was gratefully accepted by the 
Committee from Mr. and Mrs. Royce Kelley for use at the © 
Morse School. 


Activities and attainments of the pupils have been em- 
inently satisfactory, and are covered in further detail in 
subsidiary reports. 


The principal problem of the Committee has been, and 
will continue to be during the coming year, the retention 
and procurement of competent teachers, supervisors, and 
other personnel without undue cost to the Town and at the 
same time without impairment of standards and quality, in 
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view of the general rise in such costs. Some increases in 
salaries have already been found necessary. There is still 
a serious shortage and high demand for competent and es- 
pecially for experienced teachers. We have succeeded in 
keeping our 1944 expenses slightly under the appropriation 
in spite of this. 


However, some increase in expense for the coming year 
is unavoidable. The suggested budget for 1945 calls for 
$20,767.35, of which well over $6,000.00 will be reimbursed 
to the Town by the Commonwealth on various accounts as 
heretofore. This represents in round figures an increase 
of $900. over the 1944 expense. It is hoped that conditions 
will permit proper maintenance of our school standards at 
their present high level at that figure. 

The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to 
the parents of the school children and to the townspeople 
for their suggestions and cooperation, and to commend the 
excellent work of the superintendent and supervisors, whose 
reports follow.

School Committee 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


During the past year there have been several changes 
in the personnel of the teaching staff of every school sys- 
tem. The teaching staff of the Aaron-Wood School had 
three changes during the year. Miss Torrey, who had been 
a teacher at the Aaron-Wood School for many years, re- 
signed in April to accept a position in the schools of Haver- 
hill. Mrs. Dorothea Bowman, who replaced Miss Torrey for 
the balance of that school-year, accepted a position at Bev- 
erly in September, necessitating another change in the same 
position. 


September Mrs. Lelia Millay, a teacher of experience 
with an excellent record, became the teacher of the lower- 
grade room at the Aaron-Wood School and Miss Natalie Mc- 
Cormack, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College, replaced 
Miss Mildred Coolidge as the helping teacher. 


With the existing teacher shortage it is extremely dif- 
ficult to replace competent teachers at the present time. 
A candidate considering a teaching position today has a wide 
choice of opportunities and takes into consideration many 
factors before accepting a position. The candidate is inter- 
ested in the availability of the community, the number of 
grades to be taught, the spirit of the school itself, the atti- 
tude of the community toward the school and the teachers, 
_ living accommodations and the matter of salary. Boxford 
has no public transportation system, no readily available 
homes in which teachers may be placed and has four grades 
to the room. To compensate for those factors which make 
it difficult to secure teachers we should be able to offer sal- 
aries sufficiently high to encourage teachers to come to 
Boxford and content to remain. Your’ superintendent 
should also be able to assure candidates that working con- 
ditions are pleasant both within the school and within the 
community. It is unfortunate that teachers are frequently 
appreciated more after they have resigned than when they 
are serving the community in a competent manner. Belated 
appreciation which results in potential antagonism toward 
incoming teachers is deplorable, particularly when such an- 
tagonism ceases to remain potential. The motive of such 
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conduct is questionable and its affect on the schools and the 
securing of teachers is decidedly detrimental. 


The progress of the pupils in our schools has been sat- 
isfactory in spite of changes in our teaching staff. I antic- 
ipate that the results of standardized tests, given at the end 
of the year, will indicate that the mental growth of our 
pupils for the year will compare favorably with past 
achievements. 


Although it is difficult to obtain certain supplies and 
some books cannot be obtained on short notice, the work of 
our schools has not been effected by such shortage. New 
history books and new readers were provided for several of 
the grades during the year. At the close of the year a 
new set of “World Book Encyclopedias” and a subscription 
to the “National Geographic Magazine” was purchased for 
each school. 


In closing this report I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, School Committee and parents for their continued 
cooperation throughout the year.

I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


The regular work in music has proceeded as usual fol- 
lowing a course of study for each grade. The first problem 
as the children enter the first grade is to teach those who 
do not naturally carry a tune to do so. They learn here 
many rote songs and singiny games and also the scale. In 
January staff work is presen.ed and much fun is had with 
note drill. Music appreciation is begun and the children 
learn to recognize instruments and rhythms. The band also 
helps develop their rhythm. As the work progresses from 
grade to grade harder tunes and rhythms are presented. 
We continue to divide the lower grade room of each build- 
ing into two and three groups for closer individual work. In 
the upper grade rooms two and three part music is enjoyed. 


In May, 1944, the pupils of the Aaron Wood School pre- 
sented their second operetta, “Sunbonnet Sue,” at the Town 
Hall, to a large and appreciative audience. 


At the annual Christmas program given at Lincoln 
Hall the pupils of the Morse School presented the operetta,

. REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Schooi Committee and Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Sirs: 


In compliance with your request, I herewith present: 
my fourteenth annual report. 


- Number of pupils enrolled, 98. 


Dr. Root, who made the physical examinations this 
year, found the children in very good condition. 


We have had quite a number of cases of mumps. If 
parents would cooperate and keep the children at, home 
when they are not feeling well, it would be such a help in 
cutting down the number of contagious diseases. 

Pupils are weighed and measured three or four times 
during the school year. 


At least 10% this year were found to be underweight.

During the year 1944 The Library Association added

The Draft Board was appointed by President Roosevelt 
on October 8, 1940. There have been six registrations, cover- 
ing 6557 men from eighteen to sixty-five and all men must 
register on their eighteenth birthday. 


The board has held over three hundred meetings. There 
are over twelve million serving in our armed forces. Massa- 
chusetts has furnished 459,000 of them and in the list of 


Selective Service districts stands third in percentage fur- ~— 


nished, being exceeded only by New York City and Rhode 
Island. Our Board has inducted somewhat over 1600 men. 
The Honor Rolls for the three towns contain a total of over 
2500 names.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


It is doubtful if at any time in the history of Massachu- 
setts a more serious situation faced the citizens of our 
municipality than at present. We have been living in a period 
when money was plentiful, when the opportunity of a city 
and town to spend for the purpose of capital outlays in- 
volving material and labor was almost negligible and because 
of large wartime profits substantial distributions were made 
to the municipality from taxes collected by the state. This 
has tended to obscure the seriousness of the financial situ- 
ation for a municipality and perhaps led the people into 
thinking that the experience of yesterday when there was 
plenty of money and relatively small outlays would con- 
tinue. During the years just passed there has been accumu- 
lation of surplus but a substantial portion of it has come 
because it was impossible for the municipality to get sup- 
plies, materials and labor for which expenditures would 
have ‘been made in normal times to increase capital values 
represented by equipment for schools, fire and police pro- 
tection and improvement of roads and bridges. 

It is obvious that expenditures are due to increase sub- 
stantially to meet the need for renewing capital values 
which have worn out. It is equally obvious that with no 
more defense employment the ability of taxpayers to con- 
tribute to government costs will be reduced and the amounts 
available for municipal services will begin to assume more 
normal proportions. If there has been any surplus accumu- 
lated during this period it comes from lack of ability to 
spend for materials and labor and because of our unusually 
favorable position in being permitted to share a substantial 
portion of wartime profits from wartime activities. It is 
wise and prudent to restrict the use of accumulated surplus 
for capital values. Any surplus that a community has should 
be safeguarded and conserved as long as possible and used 
only for such expenditures as individuals would incur from 
their own fortunes and for things of capital value. It should 
not be used to increase pay rolls because if it is so used it 
will soon be exhausted and the tax burden will then increase 
to meet this established recurring charge. The recurring 
costs of government should be borne in the tax rate and 
no one should approach the affairs of a town meeting with- 
out sensing that whatever is appropriated of a current na- 
ture should come out of the tax dollar and not be taken from 
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some other source. There is no immediate prospect that the 
flush days such as have been experienced are going to con- 
tinue for long and it is therefore certain that the prudent 
will save tenaciously that which has accumulated and in 
the future spend only so much money as is absolutely. neces- 
sary to establish and carry on government which will re- 
main within the financial means of the citizens of a munici- 
pality. It must never be overlooked that an individual with 
a savings account constantly being tapped soon has no 
savings account. A community that has a surplus constantly 
being tapped soon will have no surplus. 


In compliance with a vote of the last annual town meet- 
ing the selectmen have acquired title to Lincoln Hall, the 
deed for which is now in the possession of the town. 

It is an old, established custom to perambulate the town 
boundaries every five years. This perambulation was done 
in 1945 with the selectmen of the adjoining towns. 

Due to the unusual weather of last winter, most of the 
dirt roads were in bad condition in the spring of 1945. All 
of these roads could not be improved with the available 
funds, so a request was made at the special town meeting 
for a transfer of $1,500 from surplus revenue for the pur- 
pose of putting gravel on the back roads and doing any 
other necessary work that would make these highways 
better during the spring months. Because of the early snow 
it was impossible to do as much of this work as was planned. 

The same amount of money, $9,167, was available for 
highways under Chapter 81 in 1945 as in 1944. The State 
allotment for Chapter 90 maintenance was reduced in 1945 
to $500, which, with the town appropriation of $1,000, made 
a total of only $1,500 for repairs on Chapter 90 roads. 

After the death of our treasurer, Mr. T. Perley Killam, 
the selectmen appointed Mrs. Lucy K. Parkhurst, who had 
been acting as assistant treasurer for more than a year, to 
complete the term of office which expires in 1946. 

The Honor Roll was removed to the shop of Mr. Alfred 
K. Nason for the purpose of being relettered. 

Toward the end of the year the ceiling in the dining 
room at the town hall was replaced.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The following is the report of the School Committee 
for year ending December 31, 1945. 

Our schools have a total enrollment this year of ninety- 
seven: sixty-four pupils at the Aaron Wood School; thirty- 
three pupils at the Gardner Morse School. There are also 
forty-one Boxford pupils in attendance at various neighbor- 
ing High Schools as approved by your committee and the 
State Board of Education. 

During the year we have had only one change in per- 
sonnel. The resignation of Miss Sylvia Koski, a teacher in 
our schools for three years, was accepted with regret. Miss 
Violet Kfoury, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College, was 
elected as teacher of grade five through eight at the Gard- 
ner Morse School to: fill this vacancy. 

This past summer many necessary repairs were made 
at the Aaron Wood School, including painting of the white 
trim, complete overhauling of the furnace and the install- 
ation of a fire escape. 

The Committee has been able to keep within its budget, 
since we had foreseen as necessary an increase in teachers’ 
salaries and also an increase in cost of maintenance. 

The Committee has striven during the past year to 
maintain the standards of the schools at a high level in spite 
of the difficulties involved. We shall continue in this way 
for the ensuing year, with the realization that the main- 
tenance of these standards may result in a higher “‘teacher 
cost.” 

The total expenses of our schools during the past year 
were $20,654.26, of which $5,853.17 was reimbursed by 
the State. 

The Bariittes is appreciative of the cooperation it 
has received from the superintendent, supervisors, and 
teachers. We also wish to express our appreciation for the 
support which we have received from many of the towns- 
people.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1945. — 


Each of the past few years I have brought to your at- 
tention the difficulties of obtaining or retaining competent 
teachers because of the inavailability of the community and 
the fact that we have four grades to the room during this 
period of teacher shortage and increased salary demands. 
This year we face these same problems except that the 
teacher shortage is even more serious and salary demands 
higher than at any time during the past. We must increase 
salaries again this year if we are to have teachers in 1 Sep- 
tember, 1946. 


Boxford was fortunate in having but one vacancy in 
its teaching staff during the past year. Miss Sylvia Koski, 
teacher in the upper grade room at the Morse School for 
three years, resigned during the summer to accept a position 
in Connecticut. Miss Violet Kfoury, a graduate of Lowell 
Teachers College, was elected to succeed Miss Koski. 


The condition of our school buildings is relatively good 
and they are well cared for by the two custodians. During 
the past year the exterior of the Aaron Wood School was 
painted, the furnace reset and a second exit provided for the 
small upstairs room in the nature of a fire escape. This year. 
the exterior of the Morse School should be painted and the 
desk tops at both schools refinished. 


The accomplishment of the boys and girls at both 
schools remains high, as evidenced by the results of stan- 
dardized tests. The record of Boxford pupils in high schools 
is another evidence of the fact that they are adequately 
prepared for the secondary school. In spite of the fact that 
our boys and girls do well in the various high schools, I be- 
lieve we could give them even better preparation if we could 
devise a plan wherein we would have but two grades to the 
room. If it was possible to arrange for transportation of 
pupils from one end of the town to the other, Boxford could 
run the first four grades in one school and the upper four 
grades in the other which would be of advantage to all con- 
cerned. Such an arrangement would mean two grades to 
the room with not over twenty-five pupils to the room. At 
the present time every seat in the upper grade room at the 
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Aaron Wood School is occupied, while there are only four- 
teen pupils in the upper grade room at the Morse School. 


The condition of the textbooks is satisfactory. Several 
new sets of books were purchased during 1945, including 
reading books of the Alice and Jerry Series for lower grades 
in the Aaron Wood School and readers of the “Elson Grag”’’ 
Series for the Morse School. Some books should be replaced 
each year if we are to maintain textbooks in good condition. 

Pupils of both schools have taken an active interest in 
special subjects under the direction of the supervisors. The 
quality of the musical presentations is evidence of good 
teaching and good directions. The art work is also well 
planned and well carried out. 

In closing this report, I again express my appreciation 
to the School Committee, my fellow workers, Town Officials, 
and the townspeople for their continued cooperation in 
carrying on the schools of the town.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford: 


I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music 
for the year ending December 31, 1945. 


The boys and girls of the Boxford schools seem to enjoy 
their music, and I look forward to the day with them. Our 
regular work has proceeded as usual. As the children enter 
school, we teach those who do not naturally carry a tune 
to do so, through tone drills and phrase singing. They learn 
many rote songs and singing games, and the scale. A course 
of study is followed for each grade, always working toward 
the ultimate end that each child may read his or her own 
part independently. 

In the rote song material we use folk tunes of many 
lands, with the Mother Goose songs and other children’s 
song's. I feel that throughout the grades the importance of 
folk music and the music of the masters cannot be stressed 
too much. Boys and girls learn to recognize some of the 
rhythms and moods of the people of other nations and gain 
a greater understanding’ of the musical background of these 
countries. The music books, particularly in the upper grades, 
give before each song interesting material about the country 
and its music. 

In May, 1945, the pupils of the Aaron Wood School 
presented their annual operetta, “Hollywood Extra,” at the 
Town Hall. 

New books provided during the year included “Treas- 
ure” for the upper grades at the Wood School, “Tunes and 
Harmonies” for the upper grades at the Morse School, and 
“Rhythms and Rimes” for the lower grades at the Morse 
School. We are hoping that records and rhythm band instru- 
ments that we have been waiting for will soon be made 
again. 

In closing, may I say that it means a great deal to the 
supervisor to have the co-operation of the room-teacher. It 
is through their daily drill that the pupil is able to accom- 
plish the work which is set out for him.

During the past year the library has been open to the 
public on Thursday and Saturday afternoons from 2:30 P.M. 
to 5:30 P.M. 

A total of 4,120 books was circulated in 1945. Collec- 
tions of books have been loaned to the West Boxford library. 
Also deposits of books have been made in the Aaron Wood 
School. 

An active reading program was encouraged for the Box- 
ford school children. Through the school year 166 ordinary 
reading .certificates were issued. At the Grammar School 
graduation the librarian, Miss Bertha Perley, awarded 31 
Honor State Reading Certificates. 

The Red Cross has used the library quite regularly. 
Requests have been gladly granted for the use of the li- 
brary’s premises and the loan of the folding chairs when- 
ever needed by the community. 

A memorial inscription honoring the memory of the 
donor of the present library building was placed over the 
main entrance door August 4, 1945 — “BOXFORD PUBLIC 
LIBRARY, CUMMINGS MEMORIAL BUILDING.” 

On Jan. 1, 1946, the total number of books in the library 
was 8,528, divided as follows: 

Adult fiction, 3,088; Adult non-fiction, 3,726; General 
works, 23; Philosophy, 70; Religion, 137; Sociology, 186; 
Philology, 6; Natural Science, 273; Applied Science, 212; 
F.ne Arts, 189; Literature, 701; History, 1,221; Biography, 
708; Juvenile fiction, 1,133; Juvenile non-fiction, 581; Grand 
Total, 8,528. 

The library has 25 periodicals by subscription and four 
by gift. Their use has increased markedly during the year. 

The civic interest of the town’s people in the library is 
evident by the generous response that was given to the 
Benefit Committee of which Mrs. Milton Lord was chair- 
man.

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REPORT OF SELECTIVE SERVICE BOARD

January 1, 1946 


On October 8, 1945, your board completed five years of 
service. Pearl Harbor was December 7, 1941—V. E. Day was 
May 8, 1945, V. J. Day was August 14, 1945. 


The combined population of the three towns is about 
20,670, counting all men, women and children. We have 
registered 6,856 men between the ages of 18 and sixty-four 
inclusive. We have sent 1,838 men to the armed services. In 
addition to the 1,838 inducted, there have been many men 
who enlisted direct and did not pass througn our office. Then 
there are the women who served as Nurses, Waves, Wacs, 
Spars, etc., the exact number unknown. But the total as 
listed on the three honor rolls comes to 2,740, which is 
18.26% of the total population. 


Eighty-five have made the supreme sacrifice; fifty-four 
from Andover; twenty-nine from North Andover; two from 
Boxford. Two from North Andover are listed as missing in 
action. Nine hundred and twenty-one have received their 
discharge and are back-in civil life. We are still sending a 
few men each month as replacements. These men at the 
present time are all between 18 and 25 years old, inclusive. 
Every man is still required to register on his eighteenth 
birthday. The list of the personnel of the local selective 
service organization will be found on another page. 


As this may be the last report we make to the towns, we 
wish to thank the officers and citizens of Andover, Boxford 
and North Andover for their cordial cooperation and help in 
a somewhat difficult situation and to congratulate them on — 
the patriotic spirit with which they met the emergency.

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ZONING BY-LAW OF THE TOWN OF BOXFORD 


Section I ——~ Preamble 


For the purpose of promoting the health, safety, convenience, 
morals and general welfare of all inhabitants of the Town 
of Boxford, and by virtue of and pursuant to the provisions 
of the General Laws, (Ter. Ed.) Chapter 40, sections 25 to 
30A inclusive, and any and all amendments and additions 
thereto, the following by-law is hereby adopted. 


Section Il — Definitions 


In this by-law the following terms shall have the meanings 
assigned to them: 

“A” A one-family house is a detached dwelling intended 
and designed to be occupied by a single family. 

“B” The term family shall mean any number of individuals 
living and cooking together on the premises as a single 
house-keeping unit. 

““C”’ An accessory use or building is the use of land or 
building customarily incident to. and located on, the same 
lot with another use of land or a building. 

“D”’ Non-conforming use of land or building is an existing 
use of land or a building which does not conform to the regu- 
lations for the district in which such use of land or building 
exists. 

“HH” A street shall include any public way laid out for 
vehicular traffic and any private way open for public use, 
whether or not constructed. 

“Hh” A lot is that area of land described in an application 
for a permit. 

“G’’ Single ownership means individual ownership by one 
person or by several persons whether the tenure be joint, 
in common or by entirety. 


Section III — Establishment of Districts 


1. Classes of Districts 
For the purpose of this by-law, the Town of Boxford is here- 
by divided into three types of Districts designated as follows: 
1. Residential Districts 
2. Agricultural Districts 
3. Business and Manufacturing Districts 
The boundaries of these districts are shown on a map en- 
titled ‘“‘Zoning Map of the Town of Boxford, Massachusetts”’ 
dated Sept. 9, 1946 signed by the Planning Board, and on 
file with the Town Clerk; and said map is hereby made a 
part of this by-law. 
The boundaries between the districts are, unless otherwise 
indicated on the zoning map, the center lines of the streets. 
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Lots in two districts Where a district boundary line 
divides a lot in single ownership at the time such by- 
laws are adopted, the regulations for the less restricted 
portion of such lot shall extend not more than thirty 
feet in the more restricted portion, provided the lot has 
frontage on the less restricted district. 


Section IV — Residential Districts 


In a residential district except as herein otherwise provided, 
no building shall be erected, altered, enlarged or used and 
no land shall be used for any other than the following pur- 
poses: 


1. 


i) 


Detached, one-family house; except that the Board of 
Appeals may grant a special permit for a two-family 
house when they deem it not detrimental to the sur- 
rounding property nor injurious to public welfare. The 
Board of Appeals before granting such a permit, shall 
hold a public hearing. 
Churches, schools, hospitals, cemeteries, libraries, mu- 
seums and parish houses; 

Gardens, fruit or berry farm, nursery, greenhouse or 
accessory buildings, provided that any such buildings 
shall be distant at least twenty (20) feet from any lot 
line; 

Municipal buildings, public parks, play grounds and 
similar public buildings and purposes; 

Accessory use on the same lot with, and customarily 
incident to any of the above permitted uses and not 
detrimental to a residential neighborhood. The term, 
accessory use in this section shall not include 

(A) Garage space for more than three wedtee g e nor 
more than one commercial vehicle; 

(B) The taking of more than four lodgers at any one 
time, except that the Board of Appeals may issue a 
special permit for the taking of more than four lodgers 
at one time when they deem it not detrimental to the 
surrounding property nor injurious to the public wel- 
fare; 

(C) Signs, except those pertaining to lease, sale or use 
of a lot or building on which placed. On any lot there 
shall not be more than one such sign pertaining to the 
use thereof or having the name and occupation of the 
occupants, and no such sign shall exceed two (2) square 
feet in area, except that the Board of Appeals may issue 
special permits for specified periods for the erection of 
larger signs as they deem not detrimental to the sur- 
rounding property nor injurious to the public welfare; 
(D) The raising and/or keeping of poultry, pigeons, 
dogs, pigs or other animals as a principal use except 
under special permit issued by the Board of Appeals. 
(E) Roadside stands, except that the Board of Appeals 
may grant a special permit for a roadside stand selling 
only local farm products. Stands and display must be 
set back at least thirty (30) feet from the street line. 
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Section V — Agricultural Districts 


In an agricultural district, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided, no building shall be erected, altered, enlarged or used 
for any other than the following purposes: 

1. Any use permitted in residential districts; 

2. The raising and/or keeping of poultry, pigeons, dogs, 
pigs and other animals as a principal use, subject to the reg- 
ulations of the Board of Health; 

3. The growing and storing of crops, fruits, vegetables, 
fodder and ensilage; 

4. Store, retail business, restaurant, inn; under special 
permit of the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals, be- 
fore granting such a permit, shall hold a public hearing; 

5. Private airport, air park or landing field, not operated as 
a commercial field as now defined by the Massachusetts 
Aeronautics Commission; 

6. Riding stable, filling station, repair garage, storage gar- 
age, stable, amusement, under special permit of the Board of 
Appeals. The Board of Appeals before granting such a per- 
mit, shall hold a public hearing; | 

7. Dumps, operated by the Town of Boxford for the exclu- 
sive use of the inhabitants of the town. 


Section VI — Business and Manufacturing Districts 


In a business and manufacturing district, except as herein 
otherwise provided, no building shall be erected, altered, 
enlarged or used and no land shall be used for any other 
than the following purposes: 

1. Any use permitted in residential districts 

2. Filling station, repair garage, storage garage, automo- 
bile painting establishments. 

3. Manufacturing, except any which by the emission or 
discharge of fumes, vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chem- 
icals, refuse, organic matter or excrement, the causing of 
noise or vibration or by unduly increasing the risk from fire 
or explosion or otherwise, would be dangerous or injurious 
to the health or safety of the public, or damaging to the pro- 
perty values of the town. 

4. Store, retail business. ‘ 

5. Restaurant, inn; under special permit of the Board of 
Appeals. The Board of Appeals before granting such a per- 
mit, shall hold a public hearing. 

6, Roadside stands. Roadside stands and displays must 
be set back at least thirty (30) feet from the street line. 


Section VII — Soil Stripping 


The removal of sod, loam, clay, sand, gravel or quarried 
stone forming a part of the real estate in the Town of Box- 
ford, except when necessarily incidental to or in connection 
with the construction, at the site of removal, of a building 
for which a permit has been issued, or for grading or other- 
wise improving the premises of which such building is a 
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part, shall not be permitted unless written permission: of the 
Board of Appeals be first obtained. Any person desiring to 
obtain the permission of said Board for such purpose shall 
make written application therefor, and said Board shall hold 
a public hearing thereon, of which public notice shali be 
given, and render a decision. The applicant shall show, to 
the satisfaction of said Board, that such use of the premises 
for which such application is made shall not constitute a 
nuisance because of noise, vibration, smoke, gas fumes, odor, 
dust or other objectionable features, shall not be hazardous 
because of fire or explosion, shall not adversely affect the 
economic status of the district or the town, and shall not be 
injurious or dangerous to the public health and welfare of 
the district or town. The Board may grant a permit upon 
conditions especially designed to safeguard the district and 
the town against permanent and temporary injury to the 
stabilized values in the district after operations are com- 
pleted, or because of the methods of handling such materials 
at the site, or because of transporting such material through 
the town. The Board may, after a hearing and proof of 
violation of such conditions or any of the terms of the permit 
withdraw the permit, after which the use shall be discon- 
tinued. 


Section VIII —— Prohibited Uses 


A building, structure and/or land may be used in any district ; 

for the following enumerated purposes, only in an agricul- 

tural or business and manufacturing district and then only 

if a permit for such uses is granted by the Board of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals before granting such a permit shall 

first hold a public hearing: 

Tanneries, Slaughter Houses, or Rendering Plants 

Junk Yards 

Automobile Dismantling Yards (more than five cars) 

Bulk Station or Storage of Explosives . 

Steam Laundries 

Public Dance Halls 

Tubercular Camps or Sanitariums 

Any purpose which by the emission or discharge of. 

fumes, vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemical ref- 

use, organic matter or excrement, the causing of noise 

or vibration, or by unduly increasing the risk from fire 

or explosion or otherwise, would be dangerous or in- 

jurious to the health or safety of the public, or damag- 

ing to property values of the town. 

9. Commercial airport, airpark or landing field as now de- 
fined by the Massachusetts Bureau of Aeronautics. 

10. Overnight camps or cabins, and trailer parks.

Section [IX — Non-conforming Uses 


1. Any lawful use of a building or structure or use of 
premises or part thereof at the time of the adoption of 
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this by-law or amendment thereto may be continued, 
although such building or use does not conform to the 
provisions thereof, provided such use has not been dis- 
continued for a period of more than one year. 
Limitations on Restorations No building which has 
been damaged by fire or other causes to the extent of 
more than three-quarters of its value shall be repaired 
or rebuilt except in conformity with this by-law. 

A. In case of damage as set forth in Sec. 9, Article 2, a 
building may be repaired or rebuilt on the same loca- 
tion provided a permit has first been obtained from the 
building inspector. 

Change or Extension of Non-conforming Uses The 
Board of Appeals may permit any non-conforming use 
to be changed to any specified use not substantially dif- 
ferent in character or more detrimental or objection- 
able to a neighborhood, or if in a part of a building de- 
signed or intended for such use to be extended through- 
out such building. 

The Board of Appeals may grant temporary and condi- 
tional permits of limited duration for non-conforming 
uses or buildings incidental to development operations. 


Section X — Height Regulations

Residential District Height. In a residential district, 
no building shall exceed three stories or thirty-five (35) 
feet in height except barns and silos. 

Height exceptions Chimneys, elevators, poles, spires, 
tanks, towers and other projections not used for human 
occupancy may extend above the height limits herein 
fixed. 


Section XI — Yards and Area Regulations 


1. 


Front Yards No Building shall be built or placed with- 
in thirty (30) feet of the street line, except that no 
building need be set back more than the average set- 
back of the buildings on the lots on either side, a va- 
cant lot or lot occupied by a building set back more 
than thirty (30) feet being counted as though occupied 
by a building set back (30) thirty feet; except an acces- 
sory building or private garage may be built closer than 
thirty (30) feet from the street line under special permit 
of the Board of Appeals when they deem it not detrimen- 
tal to the surrounding property nor injurious to the pub- 
lic welfare. 

Rear Yards No Building except a one-story building of 
accessory use, shall be built within twenty-five (25) 
feet of a rear lot line or within fifty (50) feet-of any 
other building. 

Side Yards No building except a one-story building of 
accessory use shall be built within twenty-five (25) feet 
of a side lot line or within forty (40) feet of any other 
building. 
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Lot. size Land laid out after the adoption of these by- 
laws, shall provide for each dwelling the following min- 
imum lot areas and dimensions: 

For a one-family house, not under one-half acre and at 
least one hundred and fifty (150) feet frontage, said 
house not to occupy more than twenty percent (20%) 
of the area. 

Appurtenant Open Space No yard or other open space 
required for a building by these by-laws shall, during 
the life of such buiiding, be occupied by or counted as 
open space for another building. 

Projections Nothing herein shall prevent the projection 
of steps, unroofed porches, cornices, windowsills, built 
courses and other ornamental features into any required 
yard. 


Section XII 


i, 
2. 


Except, as permitted herein no use of land, use of build- 
ing or structure shall be permitted. 

The Board of Selectmen shall, within thirty days after 
the adoption of this by-law and thereafter each year in 
April, appoint an Inspector of Buildings, who shall hold 
office for the term of one year until such time as his suc- 
cessor is appointed. 

His compensation shall be regulated by the Selectmen 
unless determined by a vote of the town at the annual 
town meeting preceding his appointment. 

He shall not be interested in any contract or in the fur- 
nishing of materials for any building. 

The Board of Selectmen shall have power to discharge 
the Inspector for failure to perform his duties and to 
fill any vacancy in the office. 

The Inspector of Buildings, may so far as is necessary 
in the performance of his duties, enter any building or 
premises within the town at any reasonable hour. 

He shall keep a record of all business of the depart- 
ment, which record and all other books and papers re- 
lating to the transactions of the department shall be 
open at, all times to the inspection of the Selectmen, and ~ 
shall submit to them a yearly report on such business 
and such other reports as they may require. 

Except as otherwise provided, this by-law shall be en- 
forced by the Building Inspector. He shall approve no 
applications of any kind or plans or specifications or in- 
tended use which are not in all respects in para 
with this by-law. 

No building erected, altered, or in any way changed as 


to construction or use, under a permit or otherwise shall 


be occupied or used without an occupancy permit, signed 
by the Building Inspector, which permit shall not be 
issued until the building and its uses, and the uses in- 
cident thereto, comply in all respects with this by-law. 


Or 
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7. If the Building Inspector shall refuse to issue a permit, 
the applicant may appeal to the Board of Appeals, under 
the provisions of Section 30 of Chapter 40 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, Ter. Ed. 

8. There shall be a Board of Appeals consisting of three 

persons, citizens of the town. The members shall be 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. They shall hold 
Office for a term of three years, except that, when the 
Board is first established hereunder, one member shall 
be appointed for a term of one year; and one shall be 
appointed for a term of two years; and one member 
shall be appointed for a term of three years. 
The Board of Selectmen shall also appoint three per- 
sons, citizens of the Town, associate members of said 
Board of Appeals, who shall hold office for a term of 
three years, except that, when associate members are 
first appointed hereunder, one shall be appointed for a 
term of one year; one shall be appointed for a term of 
two years; and one shall be appointed for a term of 
three years. In case of vacancy, inability to act, or in- 
terest on the part of any member of the Board of 
Appeals, his place shall be taken by an associate mem- 
ber designated by the Selectmen. The Board established 
hereunder shall act as the Board of Appeals under the 
local building and zoning by-laws respectively, and 
under General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 81. 

9. The Board of Appeals shall have all of the powers and 
perform all of the duties conferred or imposed upon it 
under the applicable provisions cf the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

10. Any person who violates any provision of this by-law 
shall be subject to a fine of $20.00 for each offense, 
each day to be considered a separate offense, which 
shall be recovered as provided by law and shall enure 
to the town. 


Section XIII — Amendments 
This by-law or any part thereof may be modified or repealed 
as provided by law at a town meeting duly called.

Gentlemen : 


As Inspector of Animals for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1946, I submit the following report: 

The work during the year has been confined largely to 
the usual routine matters, as checking on tag numbers and 
test records of cattle brought in from out of state. This 
applies to cattle brought in for both dairy and slaughter pur- 
poses. 

During World War II work on the annual inspection of 
barns and animals was, by order of the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Live Stock Disease Control, suspended on account of 
the gasoline stringency. This year, however, it was ordered 
resumed again with new additional questions to be answered 
at the request of the State Department of Agriculture, which 
often require a personal] interview with the owner and which 
is sometimes difficult to arrange. ‘The orders for this came so 
late in December, 1946, that this work has not yet been com- 
pleted, but it is hoped that owners of live stock will have 
available the information required as to records of tests, ete., 
so that this work may be expedited. 

There have been twelve cases where investigation of dog 
bites and possibility of Rabies was done.

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THE PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


At the annual town meeting in 1946 the town elected a 
Planning Roard of seven members, who were duly sworn in 
and organized shortly thereafter. 

As recommended by the Post War Planning Committee, 
whose duties and records were taken over by the new Plan- 


ning Board, the preparation of Zoning By-Laws was consid- 


+ 


ered the Board’s first major responsibility. 

Several months of research and study were necessary in 
order that the proposed By-Law might best serve to protect 
the town against undesirable developments without unneces- 
sary regulation or interference with individual action not 
affecting the town’s welfare. It seemed advisable to procure 
competent legal advice and this was done. Open meetings were 
held in both ends of town, one of which was properly adver- 
tised and held as a public hearing according to law. 

The proposed Zoning By-Law was finally presented to the 
voters at a special town meeting held October 1, 1946, and 
after a full and free discussion was adopted by a vote of 90 
to 66. All that remained to put it into full force and effect 
was the approval of the Attorney General, and this was given 
on October 10, 1946. On Dee. 138, 1946 the Selectmen 
appointed Norman Marshall, Building Inspector, as well as a 
Board of Appeals consisting of Alfred. K. Nason, Arthur P. 
Phillips and Richard Spofford, and Burton E. Shaw, Raymond 
Pearl and Paul Killam. to serve as alternates. 

By adopting the Zoning By-Law the town averted a ser- 
ious threat in the nature of a proposed City of Lawrence 
dump in the West Parish. In the East Parish searches were 
already in progress for sources of gravel for the turnpike wid- 
ening and other construction. Adoption of the Zoning By- 
Law has given assurance that such ‘‘mining’’ developments 
will only be carried out in such a way as to protect the wel- 
fare and property values of the town. The Planning Board 
has not been unmindful that many other matters concerning 
the welfare of the town should receive its careful considera- 
tion. It was felt that the first and most important was the 
preparation of a simple yet effective Building Code that 
would implement the Zoning By-Law to the end that the town 
might be protected against residential construction that was 
structurally unsound or created a fire hazard. 

Such a Building Code has been prepared and the war-

rant for the 1947 annual town meeting provides for its con- 
sideration by the town. The Planning Board recommends its 
adoption. 

We are glad to report on this progress, and will continue 
to study all matters relative to the welfare of the town that 
may properly come before us, and about which we will from 
time to time make such recommendations to the town as may 
seem, advisable.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the year 1946 contagious diseases reportable to 
the Board of Health have been more prevalent than for 
several years. In the spring there was a mild epidemic of 
measles, fifteen cases having been reported to the Board of 
Health by physicians and about as many more that were not 
reported. During the period from August 1 to August 16, 
thirty cases of paratyphoid at Camp Rotary were reported. 
There were eight cases of dog bite reported. 

In compliance with a vote of the town a 47 aere tract 
of wood land on the east side of Spofford Road and a few 
hundred feet from Ipswich Road was purchased by the town 
to be used as a municipal dump. A dumping area has been 
prepared and the road leading to it is to be kept open when 
there is snow on the ground. 

The area north of Boxford Village on Georgetown Road 
which was opened to the public for dumping’ has now been 
closed by request of the owner and we trust that the residents 
of Boxford will respect his wishes in, the matter. 

Severa] complaints have been received relative to promis- 
cuous dumping: along various highways in town. If any one 
actually observes such a procedure and can furnish informa- 
tion that would lead to identification of the offender please 
notify the Board of Health.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Highway work in town has been somewhat more extensive 
than for several years. Under Chapter 81 the amount of 
$12,375.00 contributed by the state together with the town’s 
share of $2,750.00 made it possible to put a tar surface on, 
most of the black-top, Chapter 81 roads. 

The state made no contribution under Chapter 90 Main- 
tenanee this year and consequently only the $1,000.00 appro- 
priation by the town was available for this purpose. 

Two construction jobs were completed in the Hast Parish. 
Under Chapter 90 Construction a section of Georgetown Road 
at Herrick’s corner, so called, was relocated and constructed 
with an appropriation of $1,500.00 by the town, $1,500.00 
by the County and $3,000.00 by the state. This was a con- 
tinuation of the last Chapter 90 Construction work done in 
1942. At the request of Mr. Edward J. Holmes a section 
of Middleton Road from the residence of Mr. John Hitchcock 
to the residence of Mr. Robert W. Means was relocated by a 
deeree of the County Commissioners and constructed by the 
town. This road is a decided improvement over the old loca- 
tion and the cost, $9,705.77, was entirely reimbursed to the 
town by Mr. Holmes. 

The section of road from the home of Mr. Means to the 
Boxford-Topsfield town line on Fuller Lane was also improved 
and surfaced with black-top material. This was financed from 
_ the Selectmen’s Highway Fund. 

After the special town meeting in October more funds 
were available for highway work and while a shovel was in 
town on the Georgetown Road job it was possible to put some 
gravel on the back roads. 

In 1946 a well was driven at Lineoln Hall and an electric 
water system was installed below the basement floor level 
where it is hoped it will be frost proof. 

In accordance with the provisions of, Chapter 599, Acts, 
of 1946, arrangements are in process for the establishment 
of a Veterans’ Service Bureau in conjunction with the town 
of North Andover. 

On July 10, 1946 an . audit was made by the state of the 
books and accounts of tthe town, the report of which is in- 

cluded in this-Town Report.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for the 
period from December 8, 1944, the date of the previous ex- 
amination, to July 10, 1946, the following report being sub- 
mitted thereon: 

An examination and verification was made of the record- 
ed financial transactions of the town as shown on the books of 
the departments receiving or disbursing money or committing 
bilis for collection. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked with the treasurer’s books and with the 
records in the several departments. The receipts, as recorded, 
were checked with the treasurer’s cash book and the payments 
were compared with the warrants authorizing the disburse- 
ment of town funds. 

The ledger was analyzed, the appropriations as recored 
were compared with the town clerk’s record of appropriations 
voted by the town, and the transfers from the reserve fun | 
were checked with ithe selectmen’s records of transfers vote 
from the reserve fund. The necessary adjusting entries re- 
sulting from the audit were made, a trial balance was taken 
off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
July 10, 1946. 

In connection with transfers voted from the reserve fund 
by the selectmen, attention is again called to Section 16, Chap- 
ter 39, General Laws, which requires the appointment of an 
advisory or finance committee in every town whose valuation 
for the purpose of apportioning the state tax exceeds one 
million dollars. 

The treasurer’s books and accounts were examined and 
checked, the recorded, receipts being analyzed and compared 
with the several departmental records of payments to the 
treasurer and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, while the payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing such payments. 
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The cash balance on July 10, 1946 was verified by actual count | 


of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of che bank 
balance with a statement supplied by the bank of deposit. 

The debt and interest payments made during’ the period 
of the audit were compared with the amounts faliing due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 

The income and expenditures of the several trust funds 
in the custody of the treasurer were verified, the savings bank 
books and securities representing their investments being 
listed and found to be as recorded. | 

The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked: with the accounts of the collector and 
with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The records of payroll deductions for federal taxes were 


checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to the 


Collector of Internal Revenue were verified, and the cash in 
‘ the general treasury was proved. 

An examination and detailed check was made of the books 
and accounts of the tax collector. The taxes and assessments 
outstanding at the time of the last audit, as well as all sub- 


sequent commitments of taxes and assessments, were audited. 


The commitment book postings were checked with the eash 
book record of collections, the abatements were checked with 


the assessors’ record of abatements granted, and the payments 


to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 

The outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the 
town accountant’s ledger, and were further verified by mail- 
ing' notices to a number of persons whose accounts were unpaid 
according to the books, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 

It is recommended that prompt action be taken to bring 
about a settlement of all taxes of prior years. 

The records of receipts of the town clerk on account of 
dog and sporting licenses issued were examined and checked, 
che payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of 
Fisheries and Game being verified. 

The surety bonds furnished by several. town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be as required. 

The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits granted 
were examined and the payments to the treasurer were checked 
with the town treasurer’s cash book. It is recommended that 
fees for the issuance of pistol permits be collected as required 
by Section 131, Chapter 140, General Laws, as amended. 
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In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned 
above, the records of all other departments in which money 
is collected for the town, or in which charges originate, were 
examined and checked. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax assessment, tax title, 
and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the 
transactions and condition of the several trust and investment 
funds. 

On behalf of my assisants and for myself, I wish to 
express appreciation for the cooperation received from all 
town officials during the progress of the audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The following is the report of the School Committee 
for the year ending December 31, 1946. 

Our schools have a total enrollment this year of 101: 
65 pupils at the Aaron Wood School; 36 pupils at the 
Gardner Morse School. There are also 37 Boxford pupils 
in attendance at various neighboring High Schools as 
approved by your committee and the State Board of Ed- 
ucation. 

There has been only one change in personnel during 
the past year. In September Mr. George Flagg was e- 
lected as Principal and upper grade teacher of the Gard- 
ner Morse School. Miss Violet Kfoury accepted another 
position elsewhere. 

On October 1, 1946, at a special town meeting, it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for 
the remodeling of the Cummunity House in the East 
Parish for school purposes. The use of the Community 
House was approved by the Inspector of the Department 
of Public Safety, who recommended certain changes in 
the structure. Up to the present time it has been impos- © 
sible to commence work on the building because neither 
workmen nor materials have been available. Estimates 
have been obtained of the plumbing and a certain amount 
of material has been set aside for use. It is to be hoped 
that with the coming of Spring the remodeling can be 
undertaken. 

The Committee in submitting the budget for the 
coming year has made a slight increase in the amounts 
requested, due to the necessity of increasing the salaries 
of the teachers and janitors, as well as a slight increase 
in the cost of transportation. The only way in which our 
schools can keep up to the current standards is to obtain 
teachers of high caliber. 

The total expenses of our schools during the past 
year were $22,371.35, of which $6,739.68 was reimbursed . 
by the State. 

Attention is called to the reports of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools, Supervisor of Art, Supervisor of Music, 
School Physician and School Nurse. 

The Committee has received excellent cooperation 
from the Superintendent and also from all of the teachers 
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as well as many helpful suggestions from the parents of 
the children.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


My annual report as Superintendent of Schools for 
the year ending December 31, 1946, is herewith submitted. 

A year ago I called your attention to the necessity of 
increasing teacher salaries in order to secure and retain 
competent teachers. The need for further increases is 
even more imperative than any increases granted hereto- 
fore. When salaries paid to teachers are sufficiently high, 
young people again will prepare for and seek teaching 
positions. The demand for teachers cannot be met until 
the salary inducements justify the time and money spent 
in preparation. 

We were again fortunate in having but one vacancy 
in our teaching staff during 1946. Mr. George Flagg, a 
graduate of Dartmouth, replaced Miss Violet Kfoury as 
teacher of the upper grades at the Morse School at the 
beginning of the present school year. 

The progress of boys and girls in our schools has 
been in line with previous high standards. While com- 
prehensive general achievement tests were not given last 
June, I have given some standardized tests to check ac- 
complishments. The results of these tests were highly 

gratifying. 

: The total enrollment in our schools remains about 
the same as a year ago with the enrollment at the Morse 
School a little higher and the lower grade room at the 
Aaron Wood School lower. The upper grade room at 
the Aaron Wood School still has 36 pupils and four 
grades which does not provide the best situation for 
learning. The number of pupils in this room should be 
less next September. 


Vi 
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The general condition of the two buildings is good. 
The lighting at the Aaron Wood School is inadequate, 
however, and should be corrected. The present fixtures 
not only provide an inadequate amount of light but also 
inadequate distribution. There are parts of the rooms 
where there is not enough light to register on an ordinary 
light meter. 

Since providing adequate light at the Aaron Wood 
School would require re-wiring from the street in and 
a complete re-wiring of the building, it would be well 
for the town to consider the whole school housing prob- 
lem in the Boxford village section of the town. While 
using the old community house for school purposes 
would make it possible {o organize in such a way that we 
would not have over three grades to the room and under 
25 pupils at a minimum initial cost, this would not nec- 
essarily be the best solution. Use of the Community 
house as a school would be a temporary solution of our 
housing problem. at best. It would be well to consider 
an addition to the present school, providing adequate 
lighting and modern heating and ventilation at the same 
time. 

The condition of textbooks remains satisfactory. Al- 
though delays are encountered in obtaining books and 
supplies, the pupils are well provided for. It is necessary 
to order materials well in advance today in order to have 
them when needed. School supplies for September 1947 
have already been ordered. In the past few years this 
practice has not only resulted in having the materials but 
has been a financial saving as well. 

Special subjects have been continued as in the past 
with pupils taking as active interest and showing results 
of competent direction in them. 

With the close of this report I again express my ap- 
preciation to the School Committee, teachers, custodians, 
and townspeople for their continued cooperation.

I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music 
for the year ending December 31, 1946. 

The work in the schools of Boxford shows progress 
and improvement and I enjoy my day. 

The regular routine proceeds as usual with rote 
songs, tone drills, the scale and the beginning of note 
reading in the first grade to harder tunes, rhythms and 
part singing as we progress. We strive as we go from 
grade to grade to have each individual child become more 
confident and better equipped to read his or her own 
part and sing with enjoyment. The lower grade room of 
each building is divided into two groups for closer indi- 
vidual attention. 

The upper grades did quite a little this past year in 
music memory work, giving the name and composer of 
selections as they were played. 

In May 1946 the pupils of the Morse School presented 
an Operetta, “ The Land of Dreams Come True,” to a 
large and appreciative audience. 

In June the upper grades of the Aaron Wood School | 
presented their annual operetta at the Town Hall. This 
year “The Forest Prince’ was chosen, the music was 
written by Tschaikowsky and was arranged by Wilson. 
Themes from the fifth and sixth symphony, the Nut- 
cracker Suite, March Slay, and other Tschaikowsky music 
were used. We felt that the boys and girls, with their

much. 

At Christmas time the pupils of the Morse School 
presented their annual program of a Christmas operetta, 
“When Toys Come to Life,” with recitations and carols.

To the School Committee and Superintendent of 
Schools: 


My annual report as school nurse is herewith sub- 
mitted: 

Number of pupils enrolled 104 

At the beginning of the fall term, Dr. Rogers gave 
a very thorough examination to all pupils. For any de- 
fects that were found, that required medical attention, 
notices were sent home to parents and a follow up visit 
was made. Parents have been very cooperative. 

Although the general health of the children in both 
schools was very good, the posture of the children is poor. 
We would like to request parents’ help by cooperating 
with the school in carrying out the posture program. 

As there has been a marked increase in diptheria 
in Massachusetts this year, Dr. Rogers thought it ad- 
visable to Schick test all children who had previously 
been immunized, and to the children who had been im- 
munized within the last two years, booster doses. 

The result of the Schick test was as follows:

By purchase or gift 367 new books have been added to 
the library this year. The grand total of books in the 
Library January 1, 1947 is 8,874. By subscription and gift 
23 current periodicals are received. 

The children’s state reading certificate program has 
continued to stimulate reading’ among the young people of 
the town. Fifty-five reading certificates and ten Honor cer- 
tificates were awarded this year. 

On June 2, the children were entertained by the Trustees 
at the library. New books were viewed. Several book reports 
and. a short story told by Miss Lane were enjoyed by all the 
cuests. 

After careful consideration the Trustees decided to sell 
the Old ‘Library Building as it seemed of no further use for 
library purposes. This building was purchased by the Li- 
brary Association soon after 1878 and was used as a library 
until 1939. 

The resignation of Mrs. Dwight L. Killam as Trustee 
was accepted with regret. Her resignation was referred to 
the selectmen as she had been elected by the town. 

On November 19, 1946, the Boxford Public Library was 
host to seventy librarians and trustees of northeastern Mass- 
achusetts. The program arranged by Miss Lane and her 
committee was outstanding. <A demonstration of actual story 
telling with the school children of Boxford was given by Mr. 
and: Mrs. John A. Cronan, story tellers at the Boston Public 
Library. Other speakers included Miss Ruth Hyatt, librar- 
ian at Fitchburg, well known for the article in the Saturday 
Evening Post, ‘‘Come and Bring Your Dog’’, Miss Sarah A. 
Beard, Consultant in School Libraries, and Miss Genevieve 
Boisclair, general secretary of the Division of Public Librar- 
ies, Massachusetts Department of Education. 

The Trustees are grateful to all who have given either 
books or magazines, or have contributed in any way to the 
library. Much appreciation is due Miss Herrick and Miss 
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Lane for the time, thought and work which they have given 
to the library as members of the book committee. Especial 
thanks are extended to Mr. Seth L. Kelsey and the Men’s Club 
for their work in improving’ the library grounds.

Greeting : 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boxford qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs 
to meet in Lincoln Hall, West Boxford, on Monday, the third 
day of March next, at 5:45 o’clock in the forenoon, then and 
there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose the following officers, Viz: 


Moderator for one year. 
Selectman for three years. 
Town Clerk for three years. 
Assessor of Taxes for three years. 
Assessor of Taxes for one year ‘to fill vacancy. 
Collector of Taxes for one year. 
Constable, East Parish, for one yéar. 
Constable, West Parish, for one year. 
Highway Surveyor, East. Parish, for one year. 
Highway Surveyor, West Parish, for one year. 

~ One member of the School Committee for three years. 
One member of the Board of Health for three years. 
Tree Warden for one year. 
One member of the Planning Board for five years. 
Trustee for Boxford Public Library 


The above named officers will be voted upon one ballot. 


THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN AT 5:45 o’clock A. M., 
and MAY CLOSE AT 12:30 o’elock P. M. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To hear and act on the reports of the Town 
Officers and Committees. 
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Article 4. To act on the suggested budget and see what 
sums of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the use of the several departments for the current year, 
to wit: Schools, Highways and Bridges, Charities, Health, 
Veterans’ Benelts, Street. Lighting, Moth Suppression, Mem- 
orial Day, Forest Warden, Town Halls, Elections, Interest on 
Loans, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Town Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Accountant, Selectmen and all other necessary and 
proper expenses arising during said year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $700.00 for the maintenance of Road Machinery, 
said amount to be transferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the improvement of 
Georgetown Road; said money ‘to be used’ in conjunction with. 
any money which may be allotted by the State or County, or 
both, for this purpose under the provisions of Chapter 90, 
or take any action in the matter. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200.00 for the purpose of improving 
the ancient graves in Harmony Cemetery. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$500.00 for the Reserve Fund, said amount. to be transferred 
from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will pay 
for labor in the several departments for the ensuing year. 


Article 10. To appropriate $223.00 refunded from the 
County on account of dog licenses for libraries or schools. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
asum not to exceed $10,000.00 from Surplus Revenue for the 
purpose of reducing the 1947 tax levy, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation in accor- 
dance with Section 23, Chapter 59 of the General Laws, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 12. To allow bills of charge and to raise and 
appropriate money for paying the same. 


Article 13. To take such action as may be deemed best 
in regard to making roads passable when encumbered with 
snow.

To see if the Town will vote to install an 
electric street light at the Boxford Post Office. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a 
building code or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to construct a 
black road on Lake Shore Road from the residence of Mr. 
‘Walter K. Morss to the Groveland line or any part thereof 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $400.00 to be divided equally between the two 
libraries for use toward the maintenance of the same, or take 
any action relative thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from Surplus Revenue a sum of money sufficient to meet the 
State and County allotments for highways, and any other 
highway relocation, repair or construction done in anticipa- 
tion of reimbursement, said money when reimbursed to be 
eredited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 21. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.
